Following a 13-month 
investigation into the attempted 
murder of Brandon T. Dykes on 
July 16 of last year, another 
person has been arrested in the 
case - the victim’s estranged 
wife, 23 year-old Ashley Dykes 
of Metcalfe County. 

Dykes was arrested Friday by 
Adair County Deputy Sheriff 
Justin Claywell and charged 
with criminal complicity to 
commit murder after the results 
of a forensic examination of a 
computer and cell phone 
revealed a plot between Dykes 
and Matthew K. Swanson to kill 
her husband. She was lodged in

Hospital’s Sale Off,

After the announcement last week by the Westlake Regional 
Hospital’s Board of Trustees that they had terminated discussions 
on the sale of the hospital to LifePoint Hospitals, hospital officials, 
local governmental officials and others are scrambling to come up 
with alternatives to keep the hospital open and serving the 
community. 

However, time may be running out, and according to Board of 
Trustees chairman James Evans, the facility may have to be closed 
unless an infusion of capital is forthcoming. 

“The hospital could be forced to close unless we get some money 
soon,” Evans said in a telephone interview yesterday. “Right now, 
the hospital board along with county officials are working on plans 
and looking at ways to try and keep it open. Hopefully, we’ll know 
more and have more information at next Tuesday’s fiscal court 
meeting.” 

At Tuesday night’s regular fiscal court meeting, Judge/Executive 
Ann Melton informed the court that they would have a special- 
called meeting next Tuesday, Aug. 21. 

Two New Hospital Board 
Members Are Appointed

At Tuesday night’s regular meeting of the Adair County Fiscal 
Court, the court approved Judge/Executive Ann Melton’s 
recommendations for the appointment of two new Westlake 
Regional Hospital Board of Trustees members to replace two that 
have resigned. 

John Nall resigned from the board in July and Josh Harden 
resigned last week, leaving only three board members. Judge 
Melton recommended that Craig Pyles be appointed to fill out the 
remainder of Nall’s term, which expires in June 2016, and Richard 
Grant be appointed to fill out the remainder of Harden’s term, 
which expires in November 2014. The court approved each

May Have To Close 

“I told the board that the fiscal court and myself would do all we 
can to try to keep the hospital open,” Melton said. “But, I told them 
that they’re going to have to come up with ways to cut expenses. 

“I don’t know what they’ll have to do - cut staff, renegotiate 
contracts or possibly even cut services - it’s up to the board to 
decide,” she continued. “The county doesn’t have any money, so 
any money we get for the hospital, we’ll have to borrow.” 

The board’s decision to terminate negotiations with LifePoint 
came after the Nashville-based health care firm significantly 
lowered their offer to purchase the hospital’s assets. In the first draft 
of the asset purchase agreement, LifePoint offered to pay $12.5 
million plus $400,000 to reimburse the cost of renovating the 
behavioral health unit. However, before the second offer was made, 
LifePoint brought up five points of concern, and their final offer, 
according to sources, was only $2 million, much lower than could 
be accepted. 

Board chairman James Evans said “the board simply could not 
accept the reduced offer” and felt it was in the best interests of the

Over the last few months, I’ve written so many 
articles about Westlake Regional Hospital and all 
of its problems that there’s been times I’ve 
almost wanted to throw my hands up in the air 
and say “Enough.” But, it’s my job to report what 
is going on to the people of the county, so I’ll 
continue to write about the hospital (there is more 
than one hospital-related article in today’s issue, 
not counting what we’ve put on the web site 
since the last print issue came out) until the 
situation is resolved, hopefully in a way so that 
we can continue to have a hospital here. We 
deserve good health care right here in our 
community, and the hard-working, dedicated 
individuals who staff the hospital need to retain 
their jobs. 

The simple fact of the matter is the hospital is 
in terrible financial shape, “in debt over its ears” 
as the old saying goes. And, everyone likes to 
point and blame everyone else for the condition it 
is in. I’ve heard a lot of people, including people 
in leadership positions, place the majority, if not 
all of, the blame on the previous adminstration 
and previous board members. I’ve also heard 
elected officials, even doctors (who no longer 
support the hospital) and the auditors blamed. 
Some blame the present administration and board 
for some of the problems. In any case, there’s 
plenty of blame to go around. 

One of the most frustrating things about trying 
to report on the exact situation the hospital is in is 
the lack of information that has been made 
public. The majority of those involved seem to 
want to do all of the business behind closed 
doors, ignoring the fact that the hospital is a 
public entity owned by the taxpayers of Adair 
County. 

I’ve been in the business long enough to realize 
that some things must be done out of the public 
view, things like the investigation being 
conducted to determine what wrongdoings were 
done and who is responsible for them. But the 
folks doing the investigation want even 
acknowledge that an investigation is going on. 
What’s wrong with them at least saying, “Yes, 
there is an investigation into certain areas. 
However, we can’t release any information until 
it is complete.” I can understand that they don’t 
want any type of investigation compromised, but 
I don’t think saying something like that would 
compromise anything. 

All we in the media can do is keep prying, keep 
trying and hopefully find enough out to keep the 
public better informed. 

Going back to the blame game, when its being 
spread around, there’s a whole lot of people in 
Adair County who have to take at least a slice. 
I’m talking about the people who don’t use the 
hospital -the ones who go to neighboring towns 
like Russell Springs, Greensburg, Campbellsville 
and places when they need hospital services. I’ve 
had to go out of town to see some specialists at 
other places, but I’ve always tried to have any 
medical services that can be done here done here. 
While I’m fortunate enough not to have to been 
hospitalized for well over 20 years (and only 
three times in my life), the other services I’ve 
received a Westlake have been very good. When 
my late mother had to be hospitalized at Westlake 
a few times, she couldn’t have received better 
care. Westlake has a great, caring staff, so why 
not let them take care of you? 

In one of my conversations with Judge/ 
Executive Ann Melton about the hospital, Melton 
summed the situation up very well. She said, 

“The best thing that would help the hospital is for 
our people to support our hospital and use 
doctors that support our hospital, because without 
a good patient census, it won’t work.”

The Great War, War To End 
All Wars, World War I, Part II 

We should all be mindful of our veterans, past and present, 
and those who yet serve the United States. The next few 
columns will contain brief biographical sketches of some Adair 
Countians who served in various conflicts. The following 
represents the men who served in World War I. Originally 
designated The Great War and the War to End All Wars, the 
conflict became known as the First World War or World War I. 
Though the time of actual service for American soldiers was 
relatively short, compared to the total length of the conflict, 
many Adair Countians served, either states-side or overseas, 
primarily in France. 

This is by NO MEANS a complete list, but is a 
representational list of those who served from Adair County. An 
effort is being made to identify all the veterans of the era who 
were from Adair County, who lived here, and those who left 
here before the conflict and served in other units.

McFarland, Benjamin Frank, Private, U.S. Army; born 19 
January 1892, died 9 October 1971, buried Columbia City 
Cemetery; an Adair County News item of 18 December 1918 
stated Frank McFarland, of Cane Valley, stationed at Camp 
Taylor, had received his discharge. 

McQueary, John S., Private, Company F, 28th Infantry; killed 
18 July 1918 in France; born 27 January 1900, son of James M. 
McQueary, of near Ella; funeral and burial at Tabernacle Church 
in May 1921. [Adair County News, 7 August 1918 & 24 May 
1921] 

Melson, William Oliver “Will 01”, Company H, 14 Infantry, 
U.S. Army, died at Camp Shelby, Mississippi; resided 
Glensfork; born 29 October 1891, died 10 March 1918, buried 
Elijah Melson Cemetery, Adair County. 

Miller, Oliver Patteson, physician, stationed at Fort 
Oglethorpe, GA; born 19 January 1893, died 1 June 1973, 
buried Columbia City Cemetery. Dr. Miller later practiced for 
many years in Fouisville and retired back to Columbia. 

Moran, Paul Raymond, Private, 4 Co Development BN; born 
26 October 1894, died 14 December 1966, buried Columbia 
City Cemetery; resided near Bliss upon entry in service. 

Morris, Joe, U.S. Navy, Medical Corps, stationed at Newport, 
Rhode Island as of December 1918; born 1 May 1899 at Ozark, 
Adair County. 

Morrison, Charlie, Private First Class, 120th Infantry, served 
in France; born 17 July 1896 Adair County, died 13 January 
1973, buried Columbia City Cemetery; married Virgie Patterson. 

Page, Nathan Mont, Private, 336 Infantry, stationed at Camp 
Taylor in December 1917; of Cane Valley; born 15 March 1892 
Cane Valley, died 29 November 1977, buried Cane Valley 
Cemetery, military marker; son of W.B. Page. 

Patterson, G.B., 2nd Lieutenant, Company G, Signal Corps; 
served from January 1912 to January 1915, in the U.S., Mexico 
and Cuba; then worked for postal service in Kansas City, 
Missouri until the U.S. entered the great war; then enlisted in 5th 
Field Battalion Signal Corps and was stationed at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas; commissioned as 2nd Lieutenant in 
Signal Reserve Corps; assigned in November 1917 to 323rd 
Field Signal Battalion, stationed at Leon Springs, Texas. Son of 
J.D. Patterson of Picnic, Adair County. 

Pike, Benjamin Harrison, Private First Class, U.S. Army; born

Vocational Agriculture 
Program at ACHS 

(Editor’s note: The following letter was sent to the media by 
Adair County Schools Superintendent Alan Reed. It is in reference 
to discussion going on that the Adair County High School Site- 
Based Decision Making Council may decide to cut one of the three 
vocational agriculture teachers at the school once of them retires in 
the near future. Supt. Reed sent the follow letter on Friday.) 

Members of the media: 

Some misinformation is circulating regarding a replacement for 
an upcoming retirement in our Vocational Agriculture program at 
Adair County High School. I want to clear things up as much as 
possible. 

The site-based decision-making council at Adair County High 
School will decide whether three (3) teachers are required in the 
Vocational Agriculture program, or whether two (2) will work in 
order to add a foreign language instructor, fine arts teacher, or a 
some other teaching position in the state assessed areas. 

This decision shall be driven by the school’s CSIP 
(Comprehensive School wide Improvement Plan). The council will 
have to balance their “needs” against their “wants” in any 
department, given test scores and rigorous state expectations. 
Proposed federal and state budget cuts of around 8-10 percent will 
also impact every school in Adair County over the next five years 
requiring school councils to maximize every instructional dollar. 

While no one likes budget cuts, there are now opportunities for 
whole departments to reinvent themselves. 

Under statute, the ACHS school council and its principal decide 
staffing issues within the school, based on relevant data as it 
pertains to school success. Under board policy, each school is 
provided with allocations based on the district’s staffing formula. 

This issue and other topics will be addressed at the Adair County 
High School monthly Site-based Council meeting on August 20, 
2012 at 3:15 p.m. The meeting will be held at 3:15 in the ACHS 
library, and as always is open to the public. 

Finally, here are some comparison numbers from surrounding 
counties that also have highly successful programs in Vocational 
Agriculture:

recommendation unanimously. 

The subject of the Adair 
County Ambulance Service’s 
contribution to the 911 Dispatch 
Center was again brought up for 
discussion. The county budgeted 
$19,000 as the ambulance 
service’s contribution for 
dispatching, but the ambulance 
board has indicated that it doesn’t 
want to make the contribution 
because of a lack of funds. 

Magistrate Billy Coffey, a 
member of the 911 Committee, 
said that he talked to Green 
County officials, who are also 
experiencing funding problems, 
and they said they are considering 
having the Kentucky State Police 
Post in Columbia do their 
dispatching as a way of saving 
money. Coffey said he also talked 
to ambulance service manager 
Terry Akin. 

“I talked to Terry, and he said 
that with all the cuts in Medicare 
and Medicaid, they didn’t think 
they’d be able to do it (make the 
contribution),” Coffey told the 
court. 

After a brief discussion about 
the ambulance service 
contribution having already been 
included in this year’s budget, the 
court voted to ask them again for 
their contribution, and give them 
30 days to respond. 

The motion passed by a 5-0 
vote, with magistrate Daryl Flatt, 
who works for the ambulance 
service, abstaining. 

In other action at the meeting, 


the court: 

•Heard a request from Troy 
Strange, who asked if a private 
group could do something to 
change wrought iron railing at 
very top of the courthouse. 

“The railing looks like 6-6-6 
(which many Christians believe is 
the mark of the devil), and to me 
it is offensive,” Strange told the 
court. 

He said that they would like to 
rework the railing so it did look 
like 6-6-6 and it would be done at 
no cost and no liability to the 
county. He said they would like to 
cut the railing off and put up three 
crosses in its place, or if that 
wasn’t suitable put up different 
symbols. 

Judge Melton said that while 
she didn’t see the railing as being 
three sixes, others do, but if any 
changes were made, it would have 
to be approved by historical 
preservationists. 

Ellen Zomes, president of the 
Adair Heritage Association, 
explained that the courthouse is 
listed on the National Historic 
Register, and any changes would 
have to be approved by the 
organization. 

•Heard a request from Green 
River Animal Welfare League 
representatives that the cost of 
spaying or neutering be included 
in the adoption costs of any 
animals adopted from the Green 
River Animal Shelter, and the 
procedure be done before the 
animal is released for adoption. 


Jan Weber and Sue Henningsen 
told the court that since June 
2010, GRAWL has offered a free 
spay or neuter certificate, but only 
468 of the 562 certificates mailed 
out were redeemed (at 
participating veterinarians). Only 
154 who adopted pets from the 
shelter redeemed their certificates. 

They said that their funds are 
running out, so they will no longer 
be able to provide the service. 
While including the cost of 
spaying or neutering would 
increase the cost of adoption from 
the shelter, the women said it 
would save money in the long run 
because there would be many less 
dogs and cats brought into the 
shelter. 

The court took no action, 
saying they wanted to talk with 
shelter director Sandy Ford, and 
also asked the GRAWL 
representatives if they would 
check and see if the veterinarians 
they use would provide the 
services at the same discounted 
price the organization receives. 

•Voted to hire Kenny Blevins 
as the county’s new commercial 
building inspector to replace 
Carly Fudge, who resigned from 
the position. 

Magistrate Daryl Flatt said he 
met with Blevins, who is the 
building inspector for Casey 
County, and he agreed to do the 
job under the same contract that 
Fudge had agreed to. Blevins will 
charge state rates for inspections, 
and all inspections will go through 


the judge/executive’s office, with 
the county keeping 10 percent of 
the fee for administrative costs. 

Anyone needing a commercial 
building inspection can contact 
the judge/executive’s office and 
they will put you in contact with 
Blevins. 

The court voted to enter into a 
six-month contract with Blevins. 

•At the request of Solid Waste 
Coordination, appointed a 
committee to discuss the county 
taking over the transfer station 
when its contract with the current 
operator runs out in about a year 
and a half. 

Sinclair said that other counties 
have taken over their transfer 
stations, and have been able to 
make money at it while still 
keeping garbage collection prices 
low. 

Magistrates Joe Rogers, Perry 
Reeder and Daryl Flatt were 
appointed to the committee. 

•Was informed by Judge 
Melton that she has been 
contacted by some people 
wanting to rent space in the old 
courthouse. While there needs to 
be some work on the heating and 
air conditioning, Melton said that 
getting someone in the building is 
important. 

The court authorized Melton to 
negotiate a square foot rental price 
and sign a rental agreement. 

•Conducted all the routine 
monthly business. 

All magistrates were present 
for the meeting.

The top six vote getters in the November general election will win two- 
year terms on the city’s governing body. 

The general election will also decide who will be the next Circuit Judge 
for the 29th Judicial District. Local attorney Judy Vance and current 
Commonwealth Attorney Brian Wright are running to see who will fill out 
the remainder of the term of the late James Weddle. 

There could be a race for 29th District Commonwealth Attorney, but that 
remains to be seen 

After Brian Wright withdrew from the race to mn for Circuit Judge, there 
are currently no candidates in the race. According to the Secretary of State’s

office, the executive committees of the Republican and Democratic county 
committees from Adair and Casey counties must convene a meeting and 
select a candidate. These candidates will have until 4 p.m. EST on 
Wednesday, Aug. 22 to file candidacy papers with the Secretary of State’s 
office to appear on the general election ballot. 

The November general election is also the presidential election, with 
President Barak Obama being challenged by Mitt Romney. 

First District U.S. Representative Ed Whitfield race against Democratic 
challenger Charles Hatchet. 

There will be some officials’ names on the ballot who will be elected 
without opposition: Adair County Circuit Clerk Dennis Loy, 51st District 
State Representative John “Bam” Carney, and 15th District State Senator 
candidate Chris Girdler, who won a three-way primary to see who will 
replace the retiring Vemie McGaha but has no Democratic opposition. 

Three names will also appear on the ballot for Adair County Soil 
Conservation Commissioners. They are Larry K. Burton, Judith Goodin and 
Brent Baker. 

According to Clerk Blair, there are four seats up for election on the soil 
conservation district, so all three candidates will be elected. The incumbent 
for the fourth seat, Jimmy Bennett, filed as a write-in candidate on 
Wednesday.

The ABCs of Preventing Lice & 

Pinworm Infestation in School Children 

As the summer months draw to a close and children begin returning to school after 
weeks of fun and games at camps, recreational gatherings, and other organized 
activities, parents may be faced with what is becoming an increasingly common health 
problem: lice and pinworm infestation. 

With the exception of the common cold, head lice and pinworms probably affect 
more children in the U.S. each year than all other communicable diseases combined. 

Infestation can occur with anyone, no matter how "clean" they may appear to be. 

•Lice and pinworm infestation is most common from August to November. 

•Both lice and pinworms are parasites: a human is necessary for either to thrive. 

•There must be some form of direct contact to contract head lice for pinworms. 

•Learn to recognize the early symptoms of infestation: head lice will be 
accompanied by itching of the scalp, ears, or neck. Pinworms generally create 
discomfort and itching in the anal area. 

•To reduce the potential for infestation of head lice and pinworms: 

A. Discourage sharing of hair brushes, combs, and all forms of headgear, including 
headphone. These represent some of easiest ways for lice to be transmitted. 

B. Each family member must wash their hands thoroughly following visits to the toilet 
before eating or preparing foods. 

C. Children should sleep in separate beds, and should minimize sharing of personal 
belongings. 

•Neither head lice or pinworms is life-threatening, and both are easily treated once 
detected. 

•If you find that your child has either head lice or pinworms, consult your pharmacist 
for recommended treatment.

the Adair County Regional Jail under a $500,000 bond. 

Swanson, age 20, of Gilbert, Arizona, was arrested the morning the 
event happened on a charge of attempted murder and has been lodged 
in the Adair County Regional Jail since. He was indicted on the 
attempted murder charge on Aug. 16 of last year. 

The incident occurred on July 16 of last year when Brandon Dykes 
was traveling on Crocus Road in southern Adair County around 5:30 
a.m. He told law enforcement that he had noticed a vehicle parked in 
a cemetery near his residence. 

After passing the vehicle, the vehicle then came upon him rapidly 
and passed him. As he was continuing on toward KY 55 South, 
Dykes said that the vehicle - a 2002 Saturn -stopped on the side of 
the road. He stopped to offer assistance, but the driver said everything 
was okay. 

Dykes continue on his way, and the vehicle once again came upon 
him rapidly and started to pass him, but instead of passing swerved 
into his vehicle and sideswiped. 

Both vehicles continued on to the intersection of Crocus Road and 
KY 55 where they stopped. Dykes stated that he got out to check the 
damage on his vehicle and call 911 to report the accident. Dykes’ call 
went to Russell County 911, and while he was still talking to the 
dispatcher, the man (which proved to be Swanson) approached him, 
pulled a knife out of his pocket and stabbed him in the neck. 

Dykes began to fight back, and was able to knock the knife out of 
Swanson’s hand and get him on the ground. However, Swanson 
managed to get one hand free, grab another knife and stab Dykes 
again, this time in the inner right thigh. 

Dykes was able to knock the second knife away, and held Swanson 
on the ground until law enforcement arrived. Russell County Deputy 
Sheriff J. Warriner was the first to arrive on the scene and held 
Swanson in custody until Deputy Claywell arrived. When Claywell 
arrived, he was charged with attempted murder and DUI and lodged 
in the Adair County Regional Jail.

Josh Harden Resignation 

(Editor’s note: This letter from Josh Harden has already appeared 
on the Progress’s web site.) 

John Nall submitted his resignation from the board last month, 
and Josh Harden followed suit, resigning effective today, Aug. 9. 

In a letter addressed to the Adair County Hospital District, 
Westlake Regional Hospital Employees, Citizens of Adair County 
and the Adair County Fiscal Court that was hand delivered to the 
newspaper, Harden addressed the hospital’s status and gives the 
reasons for his resignation from the board. 

To Whom It May Concern: 

I would first like to address the current status of our hospital. 
Due to political and community resistance, the proposed sale of real 
property to LifePoint Hospitals will not take place. I feel as though 
this proposed sale along with the tax was the best current option for 
our hospital, their employees, and our citizens. 

Over the course of my term as trustee I have attempted to make 
the most educated decisions possible with the information I was 
provided. I feel like the opportunity to have Dr. Eric Loy take over 
our hospital last year would have been the best overall solution for 
the struggles our hospital faced. However, that solution too, was 
met with extreme opposition. 

After the failed attempt to resolve our hospitals issues with Dr. 
Loy’s guidance, I continued to work on a solution for our hospital. 
Early last fall, I was personally contacted by Sam Hutchison from 
LifePoint Hospitals with extreme interest in purchasing WLRH. I 
coordinated a meeting with Sam Hutchison, County Judge 
Executive Ann Melton, and myself that took place in October 2011. 
At that meeting LifePoint made an unofficial offer to purchase 
WLRH for approximately $13Mil with an annual commitment of 
$lMil per year of capital improvement over the course of the next 5 
years. I was ready to move forward on this offer because it would 
have paid WLRH out of debt at that time, ended the consulting fees 
of Spectrum, and provided much needed capital to turn our hospital 
around. It was the opinion of our County Judge to wait until 
December 31, 2011. She felt as though we could still turn things 
around and allow the hospital to continue to be county owned. 

It is apparent my views for the direction of our hospital are not in 
line with local government. I feel I have exhausted numerous 
resources to help our hospital and have received extreme opposition 
to each avenue I have explored. Therefore, it is with mixed 
emotions I wish to inform everyone of my resignation from the 
Westlake Regional Hospital Board effective as of August 9, 2012. I 
hope for the very best for WLRH and the citizens of Adair County 
the very best with all future endeavors.

Judge/Executive Ann Melton’s 
Response To Josh Harden’s Letter 

(Editor’s note: A letter from John Harden in which he announced 
his resignation from the Westlake Regional Hospital Board of 
Trustees and gave reasons for his resigning that was posted on the 
web site Thursday. Adair County Judge/Executive Ann Melton has 
issued a response, which was also posted on the web site and 
appears in the print version of the paper today.) 

Letter to the Editor: 

First I would like to thank John Nall and Josh Harden for giving 
their time and efforts to serve on the Hospital Board. Board 
appointments are thankless jobs that require each individual to take 
time from their families to serve the community with little praise 
and much criticism. My apologies to Mr. Nall. I should have 
already publicly thanked you for your service. 

I also would like to address the recent statements made by Josh 
Harden concerning a meeting that took place in my office in 
October 2011 with Sam Hutchison of LifePoint. After refusing 
twice to meet with LifePoint, telling Josh that the proper way to 
proceed with any offer to purchase Westlake was to go directly to 
the Board of Directors, not through the County Judge, I did with his 
persistence agree to meet with them. Mr. Hutchison told me that 
they would like to purchase Westlake and would pay a fair price for 
the hospital. However, he also stated that they would have to do due 
diligence on their offer and it would likely change. The unofficial, 
verbal offer at that time was $13,000,000, within $100,000 of the 
recent offer made by LifePoint of $12,900,000, before due 
diligence was conducted. I advised Mr. Hutchison and Mr. Harden 
that selling Westlake was not a decision the County Judge could 
make and they needed to make their presentation to the Board of 
Trustees. One would assume an entity that wanted to make a bona 
fide offer would want to go through the proper channels. It is 
puzzling to me that Mr. Harden was a board member of the proper 
channel, yet he insisted on bringing that offer to me instead of the 
board. Did he ever invite LifePoint to make a presentation to the 
Board Directors? I don’t know, but what I do know is, I have never 
wanted anything other than what was best for the health care of our 
citizens and to protect the jobs of those employed by Westlake. 

There has never been any doubt in my mind that a sale to a larger 
hospital would provide better health care options for our citizens as 
well as better opportunities for the employees. In my opinion, we 
were not or are we yet, in a position to make that happen. It has to 
be a doable sale that works not only for the hospital and their 
employees but for our citizens as well. 

Many times over the past few months I have had the opportunity 
to publicly state that I told the board that the problems causing the 
hospital to lose money had to be corrected before a successful sale 
could occur. In fact, my exact statement at the November 2011 
board meeting when the board voted to seek a sale was “this 
decision will not be a good ending for anyone, not the employees, 
not our community and certainly not the citizens.” Yet you went 
forward and voted to spend $250,000 more toward that effort. I 
could have publicly stated that I had asked the board many times 
over the past several months to end the contracts with Spectrum 
Health Partners because we simply could not afford them. I have 
had many opportunities to make public statements to try to make 
myself look good, placing blame here or there, but out of respect I 
chose not to. 

Another statement made that the $13 million would have paid the 
hospital out of debt at that time is far from accurate. 

•$12 1/2 million owed to banks 

•$2.6 million to Kentucky Medicaid 

•$700,000 owed on short-term leases 

•$1.2 million in accounts payable 

•$350,000 in line of credit 

I am sure no math wizard but for the life of me I can’t get $13 
million out of those figures. 

I apologize to the citizens and other board members for being 
backed against the wall and forced to make negative public 
statements. This issue has affected my family, my health and I 
refuse to continue down a path where these types of results tend to 
hurt the situation rather than help. The County Judge Executive’s 
job is only to appoint board members. I have no control over their 
decisions or actions and will not accept their blame. In the future, 
my role will be just that, to appoint board members. 

It is my sincere desire that this community will in some way 
emerge stronger and more unified because of this issue. I believe 
we have the best citizens you will find anywhere, and in the end, 
you will see a community come together and save our hospital.

Hospital Debt Balance 

Dear Editor, 

I remember an old saying / slogan / children’s chant, 

Liar, liar, pants on FIRE! 

Just like Olympic Gold and Silver medal numbers, WLRH’s 
reported debt balance is all over the place! AFTER deducting the 
alleged Life Point offer of $12.9 million, which according to one 
source is rapidly shrinking (or the debt balance is GROWING! 

One need not be an accountant to determine the amounts which 
total from $16.6 million to $17.9 million. Leaving a debt balance of 
$3.7 up to $5 million, if the Medicaid settlement is as projected! 

Let’s be conservative and Life Point has lowered their offer to 
$9.1 million. Assuming the actual-TRUE debt is no more than 
$17.9 million we, the taxpayers would owe a whopping $8.8 
million! Should it be true (more accurate) Life Point has lowered 
it’s purchase offer to say only $4.9 million, the District would owe 
a nice (cool) $13 million! Resulting in our grandchildren’s children 
STILL paying off the debt! 

A letter from Office of the Attorney General, Jack Conway dated 
July 31, 2012, states (I QUOTE), 

“Counsel for the Hospital District specifies that it owes $12.5 
million in refinanced debt that is due October of 2015 with annual 
debt service of $1.1 million, $13 million operating losses over the 
past nine years, $8 million in debt from bond issues in 2007, and 
requires $3 to 5 million in additional capital spending over the next 
three years.” 

MOST in Adair County probably know NOTHING about the 
above letter! Even if one does Not count the $3 to 5 million for 
future operating capital, it is reported the hospital will be sold 
before the end of the year apparently for a ‘song & a dance’, the 
total debt, based on the footnote quoted above, is $34.6, not $16.6 - 
$17.9 a DIFFERENCE of $17 to $18.3 million! 

Where is the MISSING $17 to $18.3 million? Is that the amount 
misappropriated / STOLEN? If the Court orders Adair County tax 
payers to retire (pay off) the Adair County Hospital District debt 
how much will we have to pay $3 - $4 million, over $10. million 
OR over $15 million? REMINDER the preceding amount is based 
on Life Point’s original reported $12.9 million offer! Just imagine 
what it will be in the end if Life Point lowers it’s offer price. 

Purportedly a forensic audit was completed, but the Hospital 
District Board has NOT submitted the information to the Adair 
County Grand Jury nor, the common Wealth Prosecuting Attorney, 
the Attorney General, NOR have they sought to recover money 
from the accounting firm(s) or their insurance - bonding company! 
Now the Hospital District’s attorney, Mr. Mabruy states, according 
to the Community Voice Pg 2 August 9,2012, 

“Please note that the document has not been turned over to law 
enforcement or any other third party” 

If it walks like a duck, quacks like a duck, and looks like a duck, 
it probably is! Someone needs to get to the facts - truth and FAST! 

Taxpayers should be the final/last recourse after every possible 
action, criminal, civil, insurance, bond company, etc. has been 
exhausted! And, if it is true Life Point is now trying to play hard 
ball, the District Board SHOULD reject a lower offer (unless the 
dollar numbers [debt] are ‘off’)!

Since the announcement 
of the failed sale, Judge/ 
Executive Ann Melton has 
become more involved in 
hospital issue. 

Melton said that she has 
met more than once with 
hospital board chairman 
Evans and another board 
member, and has talked 
with U.S. Representative 
Ed Whitfield. 

Whitfield was in town 
last week, and at a meeting 
that was open to the public, 
pledged to do all he can to 
help the hospital. 

Whitfield said that he’d 
only had a conference call 
and a 10-minute meeting to 
get up to date on the 
hospital’s situation, and 
“don’t know all about the 
actions or inactions of the 
previous management 
group or any financial 
inaccuracies.” 

“In my view, talking 
about health care access is 
one thing, and the jobs (the 
hospital provides) is 
another,” he continued. 
“However, this is not a 
time to try to hide anything 
with the hospital about $20 
million in debt.” 


The congressman did say 
that he had talked to 
LifePoint officials in 
Nashville earlier in the 
day, and “they said they 
are still very much 
interested in buying 
Westlake,” but any offer 
they made was going to be 
constrained by the debt. 

“The hospital’s back is 
up against the wall,” 
Whitfield said. “The 
options are to try to sell, 
try to refinance, or try to 
get money from the 
government. 

He noted that money is 
tight in Washington too, 
and that Congress has done 
away with earmarks for 
particular projects. 

“I’m not going to 
promise anything, but I’m 
going to be talking to 
officials in Georgia (the 
federal regional office that 
handles Medicare and 
Medicaid in Kentucky) 
about the money owed to 
Medicaid to see if 
something might be done,” 
Whitfield said. “I’ve also 
got my staff checking with 
Health and Human 
Services and the US DA to 
see if there are any pools 
of money available. I’m 
going to personally do all I 
can do to help you all.”

Adair County Young Farmer

A.I. School 

A cattle artificial insemination school will be offered on October 
9th-11th by Adair County Cooperation Extension Service. The 
three day training will include both classroom and hands on 
instruction.

High Nitrates in Com Silage 

As previously noted in earlier article; there is a high risk that 
nitrates could be high in this year’s corn silage crops. Growers can 
submit samples for testing through the Adair County Cooperative 
Extension Service. Overall, there have been a low percentage of 
fields test high in nitrates in the past two weeks. However the risk 
is still present and high level of nitrates can cause poor 
performance, abortion, and even death in cattle. 

For dairymen, if nitrate levels are high, delay feeding for at least 
3 weeks and re-test for nitrates. Research has shown that about 
50% of the nitrates will be removed through fermentation. In the 
worst case scenario, corn silage high in nitrates can be diluted with 
corn silage and other feed stuffs low in nitrates in the TMR. 

Beef producers are urged to test for nitrates prior to chopping. It 
nitrates are high beyond what fermentation can correct, corn silage 
containing high nitrates may not be a feasible feedstuff as most beef 
producers do not have machinery to mix the silage with other feeds 
to dilute the nitrates. 

Raising the chopper head to a height of 8-10 inches can help 
lower the amount of nitrates in the silage. Most of the nitrates 
accumulate in the bottom of the plant.

Annual Report of 
Kentucky’s Forest 
Inventory Released 

Forest area remains same, growth 
rate still greater than removal rate 

According to a Forest Inventory Analysis (FIA) Factsheet 
recently released by the USDA Forest Service Southern Research 
Station, forest land in Kentucky covers an estimated 12.4 million 
acres. The report -a compilation of data collected by the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry’s FIA program - also included information 
about forest composition, common trees, forest land ownership, 
standing-tree wood volume and average growth and removals. 

“Kentucky’s forest resources have shown very little fluctuation 
since the previous annual inventory,” said Feah MacSwords, 
director for the Kentucky Division of Forestry. “In fact, Kentucky’s 
landscape has remained on average about 45 percent forested for 
the past 50 years.” 

One of the most important indicators listed in the report is 
growth to removal. The report notes that Kentucky’s forests are 
producing two times more wood volume than is being removed. 
While wood-using industries have been affected by the slowing 
economy, Kentucky’s forests continue to “stand ready” for 
economic development opportunities in rural areas of the state. 

“Although Kentucky’s forests are still growing more wood 
volume than is being lost to harvest, tree mortality, and other 
removals, it is crucial that sustainable forestry practices be utilized 
in order to maintain or improve growth rates,” said MacSwords. 
Additional findings in the report include the following: 

• 11 million acres (or 88 percent) of Kentucky’s forest land 
is privately owned; 

• the most common tree species is red maple, followed by 
sugar maple and yellow poplar; 

• the oak-hickory forest-type represents three-fourths of all 
forests across the Commonwealth; 

• and, 93 percent of the standing volume in Kentucky is 
represented by hardwoods.

Kentucky Farm Bureau Seeking 
Participants For 2013-14 LEAD Class 


Recruitment for Kentucky Farm Bureau’s (KFB) next group of 
participants in the two-year, Feadership Enhancement for 
Agricultural Development (FEAD) program is now underway. Up 
to 15 individuals will be selected for this intensive learning expe¬ 
rience as a way to equip the next generation of agricultural leaders 
with the tools to manage tomorrow’s challenges. 

FEAD is designed for Farm Bureau members between the ages 
of 25 and 40 who are currently involved in agriculture or a related 
business and want to increase their leadership effectiveness and 
involvement in Farm Bureau. Through small group training, partici¬ 
pants learn methods to access and process information, analyze and 
evaluate issues, formulate their own beliefs and articulate them 
clearly and effectively. 

During 2013-14, the FEAD class will participate in six two-day 
meetings, two Farm Bureau annual meetings, the 2013 
Congressional Tour to Washington, D.C., and an out-of-state agri¬ 
cultural tour. Class members will additionally be exposed to formal 
and informal instruction, group discussion, and challenged to 
directly apply the knowledge and skills gained through the program. 


Areas covered over the two-year coursework will include personal 
and professional development, leadership skills, agriculture tech¬ 
nology, the legislative process and Farm Bureau’s role and involve¬ 
ment in lobbying issues affecting agriculture.

Volunteers Sought For Water Quality Monitoring 

Free training to be held Sept. 8 at WKU 


The Kentucky Watershed Watch Program is offering free training 
to persons interested in learning how to take water samples and 
monitor water quality in the Upper Green River Basin. 

The training will be held Saturday, Sept. 8, from 8:30 a.m. until 
noon in Room 2134 of the Engineering Biologic Science Building 
located at 1500 Chestnut St. on the Western Kentucky University 
campus in Bowling Green. Parking will be available at 1400 
Chestnut St. 

Volunteers will be taught to take qualified water samples that will 
be analyzed by a professional laboratory. They will also learn how 
to collect basic water quality field data. Participants are advised to 
dress for field work, since some of the training will take place at a 
local stream. 

“No previous experience is required to become a Watershed 
Watch volunteer,” said Dale Reynolds, Kentucky Division of Water 
(DOW) coordinator of the Upper Green River Basin. “We welcome 
anyone who is willing to pitch in to help protect the waterways of 
their community.” 

Watershed Watch volunteers in the Upper Green River Basin 
participate in three annual sampling events in waterways that flow 
through Adair, Allen, Barren, Breckenridge, Butler, Casey, 


Edmonson, Grayson, Green, Hardin, Hart, FaRue, Metcalfe, 
Monroe, Simpson, Taylor, and Warren counties. The May samples 
are tested for pesticides and herbicides, the July samples for 
pathogens and the September samples for metals and salts. 

“Volunteer activities help scientists understand the effect that 
weather and land use have on local water bodies,” said Paulette 
Akers, manager of the DOW Watershed Management Branch. “The 
information they provide allows Kentucky to have an extensive 
database of current water quality information.” 

Prospective participants are asked to register for the Sept. 8 
training event by contacting Jo Ann Palmer by email at 
joann.palmer@ky.gov or by phone at 800-928-0045. 

The training is co-sponsored by the Kentucky Division of Water, 
the Virginia Environmental Endowment, the Upper Green River 
Watershed Watch, the city of Bowling Green Public Works 
Department and Warren County Stormwater Management. It is 
funded in part by a grant from the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency under §319(h) of the Clean Water Act, through DOW to 
Watershed Watch in Kentucky.

Lindsey Women’s Soccer 
Favored To Win MSC In 2012 


The Lindsey Wilson College women’s soccer team is 
picked to win the Mid-South Conference title in 2012, 
according to the MSC Preseason Coaches’ Poll released 
today by conference officials. 

The Blue Raiders received 81 voting points from the 
conference coaches, including nine of the 10 first-place 
votes. Coaches were not allowed to vote for their own 
team. 

Lindsey Wilson has captured at least a share of the 
conference’s regular season title each of the last 12 seasons 
and takes a 63-match winning streak against MSC 
completion into this season. 

The Blue Raiders finished 19-1-2 overall and 7-0 in the 
MSC last season. Lindsey Wilson also swept through the 
MSC Tournament in 2011 winning by a combined total of 
13-0 in the three tournament matches. 

Georgetown College is second in the preseason poll with 
68 voting points and the final first-place vote. MSC 
newcomer Cumberland University is third in the poll with 
58 voting points followed by Campbellsville University in 
fourth with 56 voting points.

different accreditation cycles, it is a very important year and one that will put 
more demands on all of us.” 

Before accreditation groups review the college in 2012-13, the LWC 
community will first welcome a record number of students this weekend. 
The academic year officially begins Aug. 22; college officials expect 
enrollment to break the 2,700-student mark for the first time. Close to 1,100 
students will live on the LWC A.P. White Campus. 

Beginning in early August, about 300 residential LWC students have 
trickled back into Columbia-Adair County. But on Saturday morning, most 
of the remaining 800 residential students will flood the community for the 
start of LWC’s opening week activities. 

LWC Director of Student Activities Jayne Hopkins said the weeklong 
activities that begin Saturday morning are especially designed to help new 
students ease into college life and also reassure students’ family members. 

“We have designed a smooth process for students to transition into 
Lindsey Wilson and make the college their home,” said Hopkins, who 
oversees the college’s opening week events. 4 We want students to feel part of 
the Lindsey Wilson family right away, and we also want their family 
members to see that this is a place that cares about students.” 

In addition to welcoming new students, opening week is also a time to 
rekindle relationships between LWC faculty, staff and students. 

“It’s been a great summer here at LWC, but I am looking forward to 
seeing our students return because they are the lifeblood of the college, and 
they create a vibrant and exciting atmosphere,” said LWC Assistant Dean of 
Students Andy McAllister, who has experienced every LWC opening week 
since 1999, both as a student and staff member. “I am looking forward to 
catching up on the summer adventures of our returning students, and getting 
to meet and greet the new students that have chosen to attend LWC.” 

New students are entering LWC during an exciting time, Luckey said. 

“If they held an Olympic event for colleges, we would have won a gold 
medal for how this college has performed during the last decade,” he told the 
college’s faculty on Wednesday morning. 

In the last decade, LWC’s enrollment has grown from 1,248 to more than 
2,700, and the number of faculty has expanded from 58 to its current record 
level of 114. A total of 80 LWC faculty hold a terminal degree. 

‘Today we see a much different Lindsey Wilson College than we did 10 
years ago,” said Luckey, who has been the college’s eighth president since 
1998-99. “I don’t know of another college in the entire United States that had 
a better decade than Lindsey Wilson College had over the last 10 years - 
especially when you pause and think about what’s happened across this 
country ... and what’s been happening at other institutions.” 

LWC’s success over the last decade is cause for celebration, Luckey said. 

“I think we should be celebrating and singing the doxology,” he said. “We 
have a far stronger college today than we did 10 years ago; a far stronger 
faculty and staff than 10 years ago; a much improved physical facility; a 
stronger student body; and a stronger academic reputation.”
